In every instance where reconsideration is requested in view of an interview with an examiner, a complete written statement of the reasons presented at the interview as 
warranting favorable action must be filed by the applicant.

Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Mr. Shimmick argued that Perez apparently separates more than the 
epithelium from the eye in Figure 5 based upon the language on page 19 that mentions stromal margin. He also 
argued that Ting teaches away from using the epithelium as the holding layer because it teaches utilzing sutures to 
hold the same down instead of the flap alone. In addtion, Mr. Shimmick argued that Feingold does not disclose a 
tolerance capable of separating only the epithelium on column 7, line 4 because the thickness indicated would cut into 
the stroma. The Examiner reviewed the rejections in light of these arguments and decided to allow the claims as being 
unobvious over the prior art of record.
